during October 1964 to March 1965 period 
No . B & E / E / 11 /64-65 — Export of ferrous scrap would 
be allowed to be made during the period October 1964 - - 
March 1965 by established exporters who have exported 
scrap during any of the three years ending March 1964 . 
The exporters may choose the best year from the three 
year period for the purpose of obtaining base quota certi 
ticates certifying the quantity and value of the best yeur s 
export. Separatc base quota certificates will have to be 
obtained for ( a ) Skull scrap , ( b ) de - tigned scrap and 
( c ) other varieties of scrap . Export Licences will be issued 
only for the varieties of scrap for which base quota corti 
ficates are held by the exporters. But in view of the fact 
that only a few parties entered into the skull scrap trade 
at the time when its export was allowed on ad hoc basis 
a quota will be reserved to the extent to be fixed by the 
Iron and Steel Controller for export of steel skull scrap 
by any new party who may like to enter into this trado. 
The export quota of the current period of individual 
exporters for each variety of scrap will be determined by 
the Iron & Steel Controller on the basis of foreign ex 
change made available for the import of iron and steel 
against foreign exchange earnings by export of ferrous 
scrap . Export licences will be issued only up to the 
ceiling of the oxport quotas fixed for the period. Against 
actual earnings of foreign exchange by export of ferrous 
scrap , supported by Bank Certificates , exporters may 
apply for import of finished steel, the categories, prices, 
conditions of import and distribution thereof being govern 
ed by the decisions of the Iron & Steel Controller from 
time to time. Exporters will be permitted to export scrap 
against licences from any port in the Union of India , If 
the export quota allocated is not utilised by any exporter 
within the period the Iron and Steel Controller reserves 
the right to cancel the unutilised quota and to re -allocato 
it to other established exporters or new comers who come 
forward to export scrap . The following clarifications may 
be noted with regard to export of different varieties of 
scrap . 


5 . Cast Iron and Steel Skull Scrap. The following 
policy will be followed : 

(i ) Export of Main Producers Steel Skull Scrap 

will be allowed . 
(ü ) Export of Electric Furnace skull scrap will be 

allowed . 
( ii ) Export of cast iron Skull Scrap will not be 

allowed in view of acute shortage of Pig Iron . 
6 . Tool Steel Scrap . Export of tool steel scrap will be 
permitted subject to the production of analysis report 
at the time of shipment to the satisfaction of the Lion 
and Steel Controller that the scrap sought to be export 
ed falls within the category licensed . 

7. Heavy Melting Scrap. Export of heavy melting scrap 
will not be allowed . 

8 . Other varieties of scrap . Export of such varieties as 
high silicon sheet cuttings, chilled rolled , etc ., which can 
not be utilised in the country will be permitted . 

9 . Inspection . Actual shipment of scrap will be subject 
to inspection by the Inspectorate of the Iron and Steel 
Controller. 

10 . Applications for export licences on prescribed form , 
along with necessary treasury challan and current income 
tax varification certificate number , from intending ex 
porters of the above types in the Eastern Region should be 
sent to the Iron and Steel Controller , 33 , Netaji Subhus 
Road, Calcutta , Applications on prescribed form for ex 
ports from the Ports of Bombay and Kandla , accompanied 
by all particulars should be sent to the Dy. Iron & Steel 
Controller , Government of India , Everest Buildings, 6th 
floor , 100 -Netaji Subhas Road , Bombay , and applications 
on prescribed form for export from the ports of Madras 
and Cochin , Vishakapatnam accompanied by all particu 
lars should be sent to the Asstt. Iron & Steel Controller , 
15 , Mc. Nichols Road , Madras- 10 . Such applications 
should be made immediately as applications received after 
31st January , 1965 cannot, for obvious reasons, be enter 
tained .

11. The unutilised balance of the export quota of scrap

12 . The policy ennumerated in paragraphs 1 - - 11 above 
is applicable only to exports on barter basis . Export 
of any of the exportable varities of scrap will be allowed 
without any quantitative restriction on cash basis . 

13 . Rolled Steel - The export of Rolled Steel materials 
will also be allowed during this balf -yearly period ending 
March , 1965 . List A onclosed with this notice contains 
items which are available freely for export either as rolled 
products or for fabrication of engineering goods proposed 
to be exported . List B gives the particulars of mate 
rials which may be available in limited quantities for ex 
port either as rolled products or us fabricated engineering 
goods. Materials not included either in list A or in 
list B shall not normally be available for export. 

So far as items includod in list A are concerned , thero 
would be no objection 10 any exporter of rolled steel or 
of engineering goods to enter into export commitment 
without making any prior reference to the Steel Control.
